[Excerpt] President Ziaur Rahman on Saturday said that time had come to change 
the strategy for development and called upon the youths to spread out throughout 
the length and breadth of the country with a new outlook, reports BSS.

Inaugurating a three day second national and third council] session of Employees 
Association of Directorate of Technical Education and offices under the Direc- 
torate, President Zia said, if we want to cope with other countries of the 
world, we will have to work hard and stand on our own feet. He observed that 
in this age of space technology, general education would not serve our purpose 
and added scientific and technical education was the answer to our problems. 


The President said we have to recast the whole edication system in line with the 
needs of the society. He said our march to scientific and technical education 
should begin now and move steadily. No country could prosper if it does not 
cultivate science and technology, the President stressed. 


President Ziaur Rahman called for dissemination of scientific and technical 
knowledge throughout the country for the accelerated development of the economy. 


He said the country was lagging far behind tecause of a number of factors and 
only the way to overcome the lost time “was to be armed with the science and 
technology for national development" the President added. 


The President told the gathering that the Government was planning to establish 
technical schools in each police station of the country. He said technical ex- 
pertise was necessary for the development of agriculture and industry. 


President Zia asked the technical graduates and youths to move to the villages 
to form cooperatives and open up work shops. He assured them that generous 
assistance would be provided from the Government to such enterprises. He said, 
the social change which we are determined to bring about, must have to be ini- 
tiated from the villages. To attain that objective we will give all necessary 
help, he added.

PRESIDENT SPEAKS AT BNP NATIONAL COUNCIL SESSION

[Text] President Ziaur Rahman on Monday said that the farmers would volun- 
tarily agree to the abolition of land boundary, Reaasured the land owners 
that none of them would lose their land holdings and the government would not 
take anyone's land, 


Addressing the National Counci! Session of Bangladesh Nattonaliat Party (ANP) 
at Shilpakala Academy. President Ziaur Rahman who te the Chairman of BNP said 
that the Government was carrying out land reforms measures slowly. But the 
land reforma was an arduous task and the Government would do nothing without 
the consent and approval of the people. 





The BNP Council Session was attended by about 2,000 delegates from all over 

the country. The session was also addressed by the Secretary General of BNI, 
Professor Badruddoza Chowdhury, Vice President Justice Abdus Sattar, Prime Min- 
tater Shah Azizur Rahman Speaker Mirza Golan Hafiz cabinet miniatera members of 
the national executive and standing committees, Members of the Parliament, among 
others, attended the counci! session, The meeting lasted for over seven hours. 


Speaking on foreign policy the President said that deapite the fact that 
Bangladesh is a small country it has played important and significant role in 
establishing world peace and solving international problems. Proposals put 
forward by Bangladesh in the recently held Islamic summit in Taif, Saudi Arabia 
were accepted, he added. There was a consensus on the formation of an lalamic 
Common Market, the President pointed out. 


Chairman Zia told the council session that foreign troops in Afghanistan and 
Kampuchea were working against the interest of the local peoples. The Pales- 
tinlans are fighting to liberate their mother land and Bangladesh was playing 
ite due role in all forums. The President said that the Bangladesh proposal 
for South-Asian summit has been accepted by the [words illegible]. The summit 
will be held soon, he added, 


BSS adds: President Zia said that without changing the present adminiatrative 
system, the nation could not progress towards the path of development we are 
going to reform the administrative structure in phases, he said, 








The BNP Chatrman said the Revolution cannot be successful with the present laws 
and atatutes which we inherited trom the colonial rules, We alao have to revise 
and recast these laws sulting to our needa he said and added, the changes would 
be brought about after discussing the matters with the party leaders since the 
party was above everything a party Presa release sald, 


The BNP Chatrman sald his party has been running the affaira of the country for 
the lant two and a half yeare based on the ideal of Bangladeshi national lam, 
The party haa given revolutionary political social reforms and economic pro- 
grammes to the nation which conatitute the part of the peaceful revolution, 


Vresident Zia said, the people have .eposted their confidence in the party and 
added, the entire nation today believed in one single politics that is politics 
of Bangladeshi nationalism, No other politica except the politics of Bangladeshi 
nationaliam will find ita place on the soil of the country. 


The President exhorted the party workers and leaders to spread out the BNP organi- 
sation to every nook and corner of the country upholding the ideal of Bangladeshi 
nationalism he asked them to analyse and review the revolutionary programme of

The party Chatrman said, we have consolidated the sovereignty and tndependence 
of the country we have to create condition for uniting the people from all walks 
of life where in they would be ready to sacrifice their lives for defending the 
independence along with the armed forces, 


In this context he said we have raised Village Defence Party organised the 
Ansar and the Armed Forces. 


He said besides strengthening the Armed Forces the students at all levels would 
also be trained to protect the national independence and sovereignty. 


Referring to the food situation, President Zia said, we will double our food 
production in the next five years. Pointing out the success of the canal dig- 
xing programme he said, today there {s no space inthe warehouses tor storing 
foodgrains. 


President Zia sald during the current season 700 canals are being excavated or 
reexcavated in comparison to the last year's 250, 


Turning to the education sector, the President said, schemes have been taken up 
for expansion of science and technical education, He criticised a section of 
opposttion political parties who according to him have launched a vicious move 
to jeopardise the growth of secondary level educational institutions. 


Referring to the family planning activities, the President said the programme 
has earned support from the people at large. 


The President, said, all the industrial units of the country should have to be 
kept running round the clock by the end of the current year, We shall be also 





able to make a breakthrough in the induatrial sector like that the agricul- 
tural sector and for this we have to electricity everywhere in the country, 


The BNP Chairman pointed out, the Swanirver Gram Sarkara have been formed 
throughout the country and thus we have reatored the people's power which was 
atrangulated by the Baksalites. The leadera of the Gram Sarkar are the elected 
representatives of the people. The inatitution of Gram Sarkar was the soc lal 
and economic organisation at the loweat Level, he added, 


He reiterated his call to the people including men and women to participate 
in the development activities wholeheartedly, Our peasants and womenfolk are 
the most oppressed section of the society and they have to be reawakened.

We shall 
extract coal by the next year, he added. Besides, he said apecial measures 


have been taken for exploration of ofl gas and mineral resources in the Bay 
of Bengal. 


The BNP Chairman said, the Second Five Year Plan ia being implemented throughout 
the country and we have to formulate special atrategies for its successful 
implementation. 


BNP Secretary General Prof A.Q.M. Badruddoza Chowdhury in his report said, the

BNP NATLONAL COUNCIL SESSTON RESOLUTIONS REPORTED

{Text] The counctl meet of the Bangladesh Nationalist Party (BNP) held on 
Monday expressed its grave concern over provocative activities of a foreign 
country for creating trouble and tension along the border and announced the 
unity and determination of nine crore people of Bangladesh to face only threat 
against independence, sovereignty and national interests according to a Press 
release issued by the party last night. [as published] 


In another resolution the council called for withdrawal of foreign troops from 
the soil of Afghanistan and expressed the view that the Afghan people must have 
the unfettered right to determine the destiny of their own ration, 


The council also reiterated its unequivocal support for the non-aligned move- 
ment, the Third World countries and the Muslim world. The council also ex- 
pressed its solidarity with the peoples world over fighting for national inde- 
pendence and sovereignty in the face of threats from the superpowers. 


The council also expressed its support for the Palestinian people in their 
struggle to liberate their motherland from Israeli occupation, 


The council adopted a Four-point organisational programme to strengthen the 
party through a three-month-long membership drive beginning from March 1. 


During the drive new members wiil be enrolled and subscription from old members 
realised to finalise the membership list at all levels. 


According to the programme elections to the party units at all levels will be 
announced within fifteen days of the final list of members. 


An election committee, headed by the Vice-President Mr Justice Abdus Sattar, one 
of the Vice-Chairmen of BNP, will be entrusted with the responsibility to con- 
duct the party elections. The election committee will comprise the central 
leaders of the BNP, 


The thana organising secretartes of BNP have been made full timers for strengthen- 
ing the organisational activities of the party and they will be paid honorartum,

REPORT ON INTERVIEW WITH BRITISH MINISTER BLAKER 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 4 Feb 81 pp 1, 12 


{Text} Mr Peter Blaker, British State Minister for Foreign and Commonwealth 
Affaire has said "Bangladesh will be treated as a priority country ae far as 
British economic aid ia concermed." 


Talking Go the BANGLADESH TIMES on Tuesday evening at the State Guest House, 

Mr Blaker said that reduction of government spending forced the British govern- 
ment to cut ite worldwide aid programme. "I have explained this to the govern- 
ment of Bangladesh,” he said, 


The British Minister denied the allegation that the nationality bill, now before 
the Parliament "is racially biased and designed to resist non-white immigrants." 
"It da not true, A person's racial origin is not relevant to the proposed law,” 
he said, 


The proposed Law would not adversely effect “who is lawfully settled in Britain,” 
Mr Blaker said. 


Nationality Bill 


Asked why dependents of Bangladeshi immigrants were to wait more than two years 
to get entry permit while Pakistanis and Indians were getting it in about one 
year and six months time respectively, Mr Blaker said "this a complicated matter 
and there is big demand.” [as published] In some places of India number of 
applicants hed gone down considerably, he said. 


The British Minister said that the peciod of waiting had already been brought 

down to 18 months from previous two years. “We would like to see this period 

reduced further,” he said and added “thie is a big task.” Young and newly wed 
people were being given entry permite without much wait, he said. 


On the bilateral relations between Bangladesh and Britain Mr Blaker said "It is 
cordial and flourishing.” He said that next to India, Bangladesh was the second 
biggest recipients of British aid on bilateral basis. 


Mr Blaker eaid that Britain was the second most important market for Bangladeshi 
commodities. There was no bar in increasing the volume of trade between the 
two countries because his country in general was following “open market" policy. 








Private Sector Investment 


Asked to comment on the possibility of British private sector investment tn 
Bangladesh, Mr Blaker said that UK business community were interested in ine 
vesting in Bangladesh. They were free to invest anywhere and in any sector 
of their choice. To facilitate this, British Gove, had withdrawn exchange 
control, more than a year ago, he said. He also welcomed foreign investment 
law enacted by Bangladesh. 


Mr Blaker mentioned areas of British aid programmes in Bangladesh and in reply 
to 4 question said that a substantial project portfolio for British assistance 
was now under discussion. 


Asked about the possibility of increasing British assistance to Bangladesh 
substantially in near future, Mr Blaker said he was not in a position to say 
any thing at the moment. He, however, reiterated that Britain wouid continue to 
treat Bangladesh as a priority country. 


Replying to a question on the British attitude towards North-South dialogue the 
British Minister said barring certain suggestion like taxation on arm sale his 
country in general agree with Brandt Commission Report. 


Robust Attitude 


Replying to a question on the Afghanistan problem Mr Blaker said that all peace 
loving countries should keep up the pressure onthe Soviet Union to pull out 
from Afghanistan. 


The British Minister welcomed the “robust attitude” of the US President Ronald 
Reagan towards the Soviet Union and said it was good for the free world. 


Mr Blaker who arrived on last Sunday morning left Dacca on Tuesday night for 
Karachi. During his stay he called on President, Ziaur Rahman, Deputy Prime 
Minister Mr Jamal Uddin Ahmed and Foreign Minister Pro’ Shunsul Huq. 


With Trade Leaders 


BSS adds: Earlier in the morning Mr Blaker told a meeting of trade and industry 
leaders at the Conference Room of Metropolitan Chamber of Committee and Industry 
that Bangladesh was already the second biggest recipient of British bilateral 
aid and “we want to develop economic relations with Bangladesh.” 


During the meeting the trade and industry leaders of Bangladesh in general ex- 
pressed concern over cut in British aid and also tough generalised system of 
preferences and exchanged ideas with the Minister on the prospects of promo- 
tion of trade and investment in private sector between the two countries. 


The British Minister said that his government during the last 18 months in 
office has pursued the policy of cut in government spending at home as well 
as overseas aid programme to resume a higher economic growth in the British 
economy, which, he added; needs invigoration. He, however, hoped that over- 
seas aid programme would also expand with the expansion of the British economy 
in days to come.

AWAMI LEAGUE SUSPENDS AGRICULTURE SECRETARY

[Excerpt] The Central Working Committee of Bangladesh Awami League (Malek) has 
suspended Commandant Manik Choudhury Agriculture Secretary of the organisation on cha 
charges of violation of party discipline and indulging in anti people activities. 
The committee unanimously decided in its meeting on January 28 to serve him a 

notice to show cause within fifteen days as to why he will not be expelled from 

the party, says a Press release issued by the party Office Secretary on Sunday. 


The committee received allegations against 10 of Chittagong and six students 

and youth of Dacca regarding disturbances at the Chittagong City Conference and 
at the party Central Office on January 13. The committee unanimously formed a 
two-member enquiry body to enquire and report to the central committee about the 
allegations. In the meantime those who are members of the party or any party-wing 
have been asked to submit their explanation to the central committee within 15 
days. The committee unanimously requested Bangladesh Chhatra League to enquire 
into the allegations aogainst its members and to take appropriate steps. 


The Press release deplored that before the official announcement of the party 
decision some newspapers published reports mentioning involvement of some 
particular student and youth leaders. It further said that the name of the 
youth league leader which appeared in some newspapers to have been involved in 
the attack on party central office in which the Cultural Secretary was injured 
was contrary to the reports before the working committee.

CHHATRA LEAGUE STATEMENT SCORES AWAMI LEAGUE 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 1 Feb 81 pp 1, 12 


[Text] Mr Dipak Das, Office Secretary of Bangladesh Chhatra League (Kader- 
Chunna) in a statement on behalf of ite central committee on Saturday, criti- 
cised the Central working Committee and leaders of the Awami League (Malek) for 
deciding to take ‘punitive measures’ against four eatudent leaders. 


He said that the AL leaders had no right to take any such decision and direct 

the Chhatra League to execute it. He said that it showed “how blatant inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of the Chhatra League was going on for a long 

time." 


The AL Central Working Committee on Friday decided to ask Chhatra League (K-C) 
to serve show cause notice on Messrs Duke, Mohan, Shahjahan and Zafar, four 
leaders of the organisation implicating them for being responsible with the 
attack on AL office and manhandling of party leaders on January 11. 


Mr Dipak Das said that ‘we would like to know with due respect from the AL 
leaders whether they have any constitutional rights to take any such decision 
against four Chhatra League members on charge of violating organisational 
discipline." 


He further said that to involve Chhatra League with the "unfortunate incidents 

in front of the AL office is an attempt to tarnish ite image.” “If any indivi- 
dual of the Chhatra League was involved in these incidents the National Execu- 
tive Committee of the organisation could take a decision in this regard after 
investigation. The AL could inform the Chhatra League leaders about it but could 
not direct it to take specific action against any member of BCL,” he added. 


Mr Dipak Das further criticised the silence of the central AL leaders about the 
injury of Md Faruk, member of Central Committee of BCL and Suman, worker of 

city BCL in front of the AL office at the hands of the “known government goondas' 
under the leadership of Dacca city AL General Secretary. It was unfortunate 

that among those who had been directed to show cause by AL were Messrs Duke 

and Mohan, Vice-Presidents of two Halls Students Union of Dacca University and 
one of them was not even present in Dacca during the incidents. 


He urged the conscious members of the BCL to guard against such attempts at 
splitting the organisation.

[ISLAMI CHHATRA SI'TBIR HOLDS DACCA CONFERENCE

[Text] The national workers’ conference-81 of Bangladesh Islami Chhatra 
Shibir began in the city on Sunday with a call for the free and the Islamic 
world to sever all relations with Soviet Union and extend all out assistance 
to the Afghan mujaheeds. 


The conference was formally inaugurated at the Ramna Green by Mr Justice F.K.M.A. 
Munim, Justice Supreme Court of Bangladesh. The inaugural session was addressed 
by Mr Juatice A.K.M. Baker, Moulana Sayed Muhammad Masum, Moulana Delwar Hossain 
Sayedi poet Talim Hossain Mr Abul Assad, Mr Akhtarul Alam, Mr Kamruddin Nur, 
Vice President of the Malaysian Islami Youth Movement, Mr Mahmud Tahantal an 
Iranian student studying in Bangladesh. Mr Shabbir Ahmad President of the 
Pakistani Islami Jamiat-e-Talata and Mr Muhammad Abu Taher President of the 
Chhatra Shibir. 


Addressing the inaugural session of the conference Mr Justice Munim called for 
implementation of the fundamental state principle enshrined in the constitution 
of Bangladesh that faith and conviction in one Allah shall be the basis of all 
actions. 


He said that mankind was fettered by clashing ideologies. In order to free 
ourselves from these, he said, “we must struggle hard and make sacrifices. 
He pointed out that mere hopes and aspirations would not be of much help and 
that organisation and strategy were as important as the targets." 


In a number of resolutions passed at the conference the Shibir expressed its 
concern over the deteriorating condition of the education system unbridled 
price hike of day to day essentials deteriorating condition of the education 
system unbridled price hike of day to day essentials deteriorating law and 
order situation decadence of time-honoured values and undemocratic activities 
of the government. 


The Shibir called for an Islamic education system in the country. It expressed 
concern over the strike by primary school teachers and called for immediate 
solution of the problems of primary teachers. Withdrawal of the Disturbed Areas 
Bill was also called for. The conference expressed concern over the repealed 
threats to national independence and sovereignty of Bangladesh by Indian expan- 
sionism and hegemonism. It also condemned Israel for turning the holy city of 
Jerusalem into its permanent capital.

[Text] The leaders of Jatiya Ekota Party on Friday called for united movement 
of the people for achieving economic “emancipation of the masses." 


Addressing a public meeting at Baitul Mukarram Square they said that the govern- 
ment was destroying the economy in the name of the politica of production, 


Presided over by Syed Alaf Hossain, President of the party the public meeting 
was addressed by Sardar Abdul Halim, General Secretary Suranjit Sen Gupta MP, 
Joint Secretary and other central leaders including Meassre Saiful Ielam, Zakir 
Ahmed, Dr Shahadat Hossain and Rafiq Ahmed Mondal. 


Syed Altaf Hossain, a former State Minister of Mujib government, said that in 
the name of production the government was leading the country's economy towards 
destruction. Production of foodgrains, jute and tea was gradually coming down

He said that while production was coming down, the foreign debt was increasing 
thus making future uncertain, The country was now spending 17 per cent of its 
foreign exchange for debt servicing he said. 


Mr Suranjit Sengupta said that the government was inatituting Gram Sarkar and 
organising Village Defence Party only to continue in power.

[Text] The Central Working Committee of the Bangladesh Awami League (Malek) 

at ite meeting on Monday took up discussion on amendment of the party constitu- 
tion, The proposed amendments seem to provide for a presidium and secretariat 
instead of office-bearers. The meeting was adjourned till this morning. 


The committee ahall have to arrive at a decision by today (Tuesday), because 
the party's extended central committee meeting will begin on Wednesday. There 
was, however, a clear indication that the party was going for introduction of 
presidium and secretariat. The change in the party structure came as 4 com- 
promise formula to narrow down the sharp inner struggle and to pacify the two 
warring factions. 


The constitution subcommittee on Monday informally discussed the amendment pro- 
posals to the party constitution and referred the matter to the working commit- 
tee for a decision, Party President Abdul Malek Ukil presided over the working 
committee meeting on Monday. 


The working committee discussed formation of presidium comprising 11 members 
and central secretariat with 12 members. Only two or three individual members 
proposed to expand the number of presidium members to 15. It was again due to 
the apprehension that if the number of presidium members was fixed at 11 some 
influential members are likely to be out of the presidium. 


it was further learnt that the constitution sub-committee proposed for a central 
committee with 49 members including the members of the presidium and secretariat. 


The present central committee is composed of 54 members including 20 of fice- 
bearers. More over, the provision of election of two officebearers namely 
Youth Secretary, and Secretary Women Affairs, who were elected as ex-officio is 
likely to be dropped and chiefs of Jubo League, Sramik League and Mahila League 
are likely to be made ex-officio members of the Central Working Committee. 


The working committee on Monday approved four district committees out of six 
which came up before the committee. The approved committees are of Narayangani 
Bhola, Madaripur and Gopalgan|. The committee was discussing approval of the 
disputed Chittagong South committee on Monday night. 











A party spokesman told the OBSERVER on Monday that the three-day biennial 
council session of the party on February 14 at Hotel Eden will be inaugurated 
at 2.30 p.m.

[Text] Foreign Minister Prof Shameul Huq left Dacca for New Delhi on Friday 
with the hope that Non-Aligned Movement would emerge more united and more faith- 
fully committed to its principal and objectives.

They would also 
review the progress of implementation of various decisions taken during their 
last meeting, he said. 


The Foreign Minister said that the Foreign Minister's Conference was going to 
be crucial for the future of the Non-aligned Movement. Since the Havana summit 
the movement was facing serious problems like Afghanistan queation and Traq- 
Iran conflict. 


He said that if the UN resolutions on Afghanistan and Kampuchea were a guide, 
some polarisation in the views within the groups seemed to be inevitable. This 
would result in some fireworks in the statements to be made by the representa- 
tive of the countries which had taken strong views on the problems. 


Prof Huq said "we may see some dramatic development in the conference." Serious 
efforts would be made to find out a political solution to the problems which were 
posing as a threat to the Non-aligned Movement. 


Afghanistan, Iraq, Iran conflict and Kampuchean questions would certainly receive 
the focus of attention of the conference. Military presence of great powers 
in different areas would also receive serious consideration he said. 


The Foreign Minister informed that both Iran and Afghanistan were going to be 
represented at high level at the conference. This would bring together al! the 
four concerned countries--Pakistan, Afghanistan, Iraq and Lran. 
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He said that Bangladesh would try to play an active and conatructive role. 
Regarding proposals of food security and development of human resources. Bangla- 
deah had an important role to play, he said, 


Stresaing the importance of Non-aligned Movement an international organisation

FOREIGN MINISTER BRIEFS PRESS ON ISLAMIC SUMMIT 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 31 Jan 81 pp 1,12 


[Text] The Foreign Minister, Prof. Shameul Huq, said in Dacca on Friday that 
the third Islamic summit conference provided a blueprint of guidelines for co- 
operation among Islamic States and also between Islamic States and other states 
which share the Islamic values of peace, freedom tolerance justice equality 
human dignity and universal brotherhood of mankind. 


Briefing the press at the Foreign Office on the third Islamic summit conference 
held in Taif, Prof. Shamsul Huq described the summit as very significant and a 
new milestone in the history of the organisation of Islamic conference. He 
noted that the conference held at the most critical juncture in the history of 
the Islamic World which was bleeding for three wounds--in the Middle East, in 
Afghanistan and in the Gulf region. 


The conference had to come into grips with the challenges and problems which were 
extremely difficult and complex which includes threats to the political and eco- 
nomic security of other parts of Islamic World and the great power rivalry for 
commanding economic resources and for extending their spheres of influence and 
also the divisive forces which threatened to split the Islamic World, 


Prof. Huq stated that the conference discussed the entire gamut of political and 
economic security of the Islamic States and adopted a strategy for only the 
liberation of Palestinian and Arab territories but also promoting and strengthen- 
ing the unity within the ranks of the Islamic countries and also establishing 
closer cooperation among them in political economic and cultural fields. 


He said that the Mecca declaration was an historic document which is a new 
charter for the Islamic World with an important message for the rest of the world. 
The conference, besides Mecca declaration, adopted a number of resolutions. 


Prof. Huq said that Bangladesh President Ziaur Rahman played a very important 
role in the summit conference and his role was highly appreciated by all. He 
said that the appreciation was demonstrated through his unanimous election of 
one of the three Vice-Presidents of the Islamic Summit Bureau of King Khaled of 
Saudi Arabia is the President of the Bureau. The Foreign Minister said that the 
Bureau has been created for the first time and its function would be to review 
the progress of the implementation of the resolutions of the summit conference.

Prof Shameul Huq sald that one of the important dectalonsa was the adoption of 
the report of the Al-Quds Committee, The report containe a comprehensive 
atrategy of action for Liberation of Al-Quds Al-Sharif and the occupted Arab and 
Valeatinian territories with restoration of the inallenable national rights of 
the Palestinians, The atrategy envisages the use of all possible measures, 
political and economic, tneluding the use of of] weapons for achieving the 
objective, The programme of action also aime at mobilising world opinion in- 
cluding urging European community to support the juat and legitimate cause of 
the Araba and Palestinians regarding Afghanistan the conference viewed with deep 
concern the continued military presence in Afghaniatan and adopted a dectaton 
requiring the expanded committee to collaborate with the representatives of the 
U.N. Secretary General with a view to finding an early political solution of 

the problem, The fratricidal war between the two brotherly islamic countries 
was a matter of deep anguish, since it nosed a threat to the security of the 
entire Gulf region and a global confrontation, [as published] 


The conference also decided that Islamic countries should not join any power 
bloc and allow any military bases to be established on their territories by any 
external power. The conference also pledged to continue efforts to keep the 
Indian Ocean Arabian Sea the Red Sea and the Gulf free from Big power military 
presence, 


Regarding Jehad Prof. Shamaul Huq said that the world had been misinterpreted 
by the media, Jehad means just struggle to protect the independence and rights 
of the Islamic countries. It should not be considered an aggreasion.|as publ ished] 


Prof Huq said that the Bangladesh resolution on Least Developed Countries co- 
sponsored by other Least Developed Islamic Countries was adopted, The decisaton 
envisages special assistance to the least developed [alamic member ataten a 
special relief to overcome the crisis created by the international upheaval. 


Prof. Huq further informed that a special development fund of three billion 
U.S. dollars was created with a view to rendering special assiatance to the lens 
developed countries to accelerate their economic development. He disclosed 
that Saudi Arabia had contributed one billion dollara while three other Gulf 
states contributed 1.3 billion dollars. He hoped that the fund would be 
expanded further to the benefit of the Least Developed Countries of the Islamic 
World. Other important decisions of the summit conference were: 1) establiah- 
ment of Islamic Ship Owners Association, 2) agreement on promotion, protect ton 
and guarantee of investment in member states. in the cultural field, the 
important decisions were the organisation of Islamic games and sports and 
holding of periodical tournaments based on the Bangladesh resolution and con- 
solidation of the organisation of actence and technology and development of 
education and culture.

FINANCE MINISTER: MORE ALD FROM ISLAMIC STATES

[Text] Finance Minister Mr Saifur Rahman said on Friday that "very soon" 
Bangladesh was Likely to receive more economic assistance from lelamic countries. 


Mr Saifur Rahman who attended just concluded third Islamic summit conference was 
briefing newsmen along with the Foreign Minister on the outcome of his bilateral 
talks regarding economic cooperation, 


The Finance Minister said that he had discussed with Finance Ministers of dif- 
ferent countries including Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar and UAE. These discus- 
sions had resulted in "much better appreciation of our problems." They have 
agreed to consider Bangladesh' proposals "more sympathetically" he said. 


Mr Saifur Rahman said that Bangladesh had sought substantial increase of economic 
assistance from different Islamic countries. He had received "positive assur- 
ance" from Saudi Arabia in this regard, he said. Finance Ministers of Kuwait 
Qatar and UAE have agreed to discuss more projects for economic assistance, 


The Finance Minister said that it was agreed to modify policy and programme of 
Islamic Development Bank so that least developed countries could get more loans 
from this financial institution. 


He said that during 1978-79 Bangladesh received 150 million dollar as Saudi 
grant Bangladesh had requested "substantial increase" of this amount. [As 
published! The Saudi side had assured that they would consider the request 
sympathetically. 


The Finance Minister said that Saudi development fund had already pledged 300 
million dollar assistance for different projects. But so far Bangladesh could 
only utilised 15 million dollar for development of railway. Due to delay in

RELAXATION TN FOREIGN CURRENCY CONTROL ANNOUNCED

[Text } Bangladesh tank on Monday announced relaxation of foreign exchange 
control regulationa for incoming and outgaing passengera of both Bangladesh! 
and foretan nationalities, reporte B88, 


A cittiven ordinarily resident in Bangladesh weuld be able to carry without 
declaration and endorsements in passport up to dollare 25 or equivalent during 
noting abroad or upon return home from a foreign trip. Foreign nationals aa wel! 
an tangladeashia living abroad would be able to carry dollara 150 or equivalent 
in foreign exchange without declaration or endorsementa during return home or 
going abroad, 


The Bank sald in a Presa release that a Bangladeshi wage earner abroad would 
require to declare the fund if he waated to encash the fund under Wage Karners' 
Scheme, Under the relaxed procedures, a Bangladeshi citizen would be able to 
carry Taka 100 tn Bangladesh currency during a foreign trip. 


The Press release said: Under the extating exchange control regulations all in- 
coming passengers on their arrival in Bangladesh are required to declare foreign 
exchange brought in by them on PM) form preacribed by the Bangladesh Hank 
regardiess of the amount brought in the amount declared § is also required to be 
surrendered to an authorised dealer in foreign exchange within one month, 


Yor the conventence of the incoming passengers bringing amaller amounts, it has 
heen decided to do away with the requirement of declaration and surrender of 
amounts apecified below: 


(1) In the case of Bangladesh nationals ordinarily resident in Bangladesh--upto 
US dollar 25/ or ita equivalent in foreign currency. 


(2) In the case of Bangladesh nationale living abroad and foreign nationals-- 
upto US dollar 150/- of ita equivalent in foreign currency. 


The above relaxation will alao enable oversean Bangladesh ia returning from 
Hangladesh to carry with them upto US dellar 150 per person for meeting imme- 
diate expenses on arrival at their place of work abroad, and thia can be done 
without any permission or any endorsement on the pasaport. Similar factlity 
will be avatlable to resident fHangladeshia but the amount wil! be limited to 
US dollar 25 in their cane, the declaration requirement will continue to be in

force Lf the amounts brought in exceed the ceilings prescribed above, Further 
in case of wage earners, the declaration requirement will have to be fulfilled 
in reapect of the amount for which the benefit of Wage Earnera' Scheme is 
required, 


Further under the extating exchange control regulations persons going out or 
coming into Bangladesh can take out or bring in Bangladesh Taka 20 only in 
value at any one time, This limit of Tk 20 fixed long ago, isa now far too 
amall an amount to meet the requirements of local funds immediately on arrival 
in bangladesh, It has, therefore, been decided to raise the Limit to Tk 100 
per person with tmmediate effect,

MINISTER SAYS 5 PERCENT OF GDP FOR RESEARCH 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 3} Feb 81 p 8 


[Text] A government policy on the medical researches wae critically discussed 
at the inaugural session of the six-day workshop on ‘research promotion and 
development. ' 


The workshop, jointly sponsored by the Bangladesh Medical Research Council 
(BMRC) and the World Health Organisation (WHO), began at the auditorium of 
the Institute of Public Health at Mahakhali on Monday. 


Prof Nurul Islam, Chairman of the BMRC, who presided over the inaugural seasion 
of the workshop, said that the government did not attach adequate attention to 
the research promotion in the country. He said the annual allocation for medi- 
cal research was only Taka six lakh while expenditure on many official functions 
was far more than this amount. 


However, State Minister for Science and Technology, Dr R. A. Ghani, who was the 
chief guest at the inaugural session of the workshop and contradicted Prof Islam 
said that it was the “decision” of the government to laid great importance on 

the research in all sectors. [as published) He said that five per cent of the 

GDP would now onwards be spent on research activities because “we cannot depend 

on foreign technology which in many occasion do not suit our requirement.” 

He said that the private sector would spend 10 per cent of their profit on research. 


Prof Nurul Islam said that the research in Bangladesh was under bureaucratic 
control for which many talented persons did not come forward and preferred to 
remain in isolation. He said that while publications of the Bangladesh Medical 
Research Council were appreciated and given due recognition in many foreign coun- 
tries, but the researchers were not even welcomed for their works. [as published) 


Prof islam egaid that his organisation had approved many research projects but 
could not back up those due to the shortage of funds. "While we can not support 
the researchers otherwise, we can at least encourage them and appreciate their 
works.” He urged the government to call them and love them. In turn, he said, 
they would also respond to the call of the government. 


Dr R. A. Ghani said that research promotion was no longer under the control of 
bureaucracy. He pointed out that a national council for science and technology 
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had been formed with the President of the country ae ite Chairman, The counci! 
had six members all of whom were renowned technical persons and holding 

high government positions, he said. Dr Ghani said that adequate attention wae 
being given to research activities. 


The inaugural session of the workshop was aleo addressed by Dr Faridul Huda 
State Minister for Health and Population Control, WHO representative in Bangla~ 
desh Dr Zvonko J Seatak and Prof A. K. Khan Director of Bangladesh Medical 
Research Council, 


Dr R. A. Ghant said that the BMRC had eo far engaged iteelf mostly in the area 
of biomedical science in a limited way. Those had aleo not been done in a 
effective and organised manner he said, 


He said that only some individual initiatives had been taken in the field of her- 
bal medicine without direct impact on the common masses. Major effort was yet 
to be made to carry out intensive research outeide the clinics, he said. 


Dr Ghani said that the policy of the government was aimed at maximising the utili- 
sation of local medical plants and herbs through scientific and technological 
research, He said that so far the country had been totally dependent on im- 
ported medicine. 


The State Minister said that BMRC should prepare both short and long term research 
programme. While the short term programme should include immediate production 

of medicines, medical equipment and aids by utilising the local talents and 
resources, the long term programme would be drawn up to make the country com- 
pletely self-reliant in due course, he said. 


The workshop is being participated by about 40 physicians.

DACCA PROPOSED AS JUTE ORGANIZATLON HEADQUARTERS 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 4 Feb 81 p 16 


[Text] The proposal for making Dacca the headquarters of the proposed Inter- 
national Jute Organisation (1J0) received considerable support at the recently 
concluded conference of jute producing and importing countries in Geneva. 


Mr Salahuddin Ahmed, Secretary Ministry of Jute, who headed the Bangladesh 
delegation to the negotiating meeting on his return home told BSS on Tuesday that 
Bangladesh had effectively put across its case for location of the IJ0 head- 
quarters in Dacca. He said “our claim has been established and it will be re- 
flected in the final agreement." 


Mr Ahmed said that all the producing countries had supported the Bangladesh 
claim as it represented the heartland of jute with Nepal, India, Burm and Thai- 
land and as it is contiguous to one another and at a hopping distance even to 
China, the other said Brazil which belonged to another hemisphere also lent 
eloquent support to Bangladesh, he said. 


Among the consuming countries Mr Salahuddin Ahmed said that Cuba, Egypt, Iraq, 
Turkey, Yugoslavia and the USSR informally made it clear that they would 
support Bangladesh onthe question of headquarters. It is expected that further 
support would come from the consuming groups, he said. 


Mr Ahmed said the exporting and consuming groups held fruitful discussions 

on various matters relating to 190. They also exchanged views on the four draft 
agreements presented in the three week meeting. The producing countries, the 
United States, the EEC and Japan presented draft agreements, he said. 


Mr Ahmed said that due to divergence of opinion on different important issues, 
the agreement could not be finalised in that meeting. He, however, expressed 
his firm optimism that the next meeting in Geneva would definitely produce 
agreement. 


Mr Salahuddin Ahmed said that the conference Chairman Mr Felipe Jaramillo of 
Colombia presented a draft text on the basis of the discussions and views 
expressed by the exporting and consuming groups. The draft text representing 
highest common factors of agreement, would be thrashed out finally in early May 
in the final round of negotiations in Geneva, he said. 











During the conference Bangladesh was elected Chairman of the exporting coun- 
tries and during the negotiations as chief apokeaman on behalf of all producing 
countries. Bangladesh was also the Chairman of the Credential Committee at the 
conference. 


An informed source said that long deliberations had been going on under the 
sponsorship of UNCTAD since late 1976 between 6/7 producing countries and about 
50 jute consuming countries. Earlier about 10 preparatory meetings were held 
between producing and consuming countries apart from 6 to 7 regional meetings 
among the producing countries themselves the source said.

EEC OFFICTAL VISITING DACCA TO DISCUSS AID

Mr Meyer told reporters at the airport that different questiona relating to the 
Community's assistance to Bangladesh as well ae trade promotion would be high- 
lighted in hia talke with officials here. 


The EEC Executive was received at the airport by the Foreign Trade Secretary, 
Syed Amir Khasru, Baron Von Marshall, the FRG Ambassador and Mr W. Sinninhe 
Damate; the Dutch Ambassador were among the EEC diplomats present at the air- 


port. 


Mr Meyer also expressed the hope that the EEC could increase its aid to bangla- 
desh which is the biggest recipient of the Community's food aid. He said there 
could be some increase in food aid this year. 


Mr Meyer also assured that the Community would increase the quantum of project 
aid to Bangladesh. During his atay here he would take the opportunity to 
analyze some of the ongoing projects being implemented with EEC support and 
discuss possible future projects. 


Asked to comment on the prospect of increasing Bangladesh exports to the EEC, 
Mr Meyer said that it depended on the production and expressed hin satisfaction 
that there had been considerable improvement in recent times, 


He aaid Kangladesh had already been getting concession with regard to jute and 
jute goods exports to the Community and noted that from 1983 onward jute pro- 
ducts would get free access into the FRC market. 


Mr Meyer expressed the hope that cooperation between the Community and bangla- 


desh would be intensified in different fields of development and trade promotion. 
The EEC Director-General ia expected to leave here on Friday.

DACCA TAKES STEPS TOWARD COTTON SUFFICIENCY

{Text) Jessre, Feb. 5--Textile Minister Mr Mansur Ali said that effective 
etepe are being taken to attain self-sufficiency in cotton production asa good 
quality cotton could be grown in our soil, 


The Minister was inaugurating the first cotton purchasing centre of the country 
at Jhikar Gacha this morning. 


He disclosed that during the current year 25 thousand acres of land will be 
brought under cotton cultivation jointly by BTMC and Ministry of Agriculture 
and the expected yield will be about 20 thousand bales of cotton, 


Government has to spend Taka two hundred fifty crores including one hundred 
eighty crores in foreign exchange to meet the deficit. We further disclosed 
that during the Second Five-Year Plan, Government has taken up a scheme for 
production of six lakh bales of cotton to attend self-sufficiency in cloth and 
for this purpose eight lakh acres of land will be brought under cotton cultiva- 
tion. In order to increase cotton production Government was giving incentive 
by supplying shallow tubewells, hand pumps, agriculture loans and insecticides. 
The Minister hoped that the country would be able to save Taka six hundred 
crores in foreign exchange if we could reach the cotton production target. He 
also disclosed that Government will open 50 cotton purchasing centres in the 
country so that the cultivators could get fair price for their product. The 
inaugural ceremony was presided over by Mr Afear Ahmed Siddiqui MP and District 
Development Coordinator Jessore. Later the Minister also addressed a rally of 
cotton cultivators.

FOREIGN MINISTER DISCUSSES RIVER WATER PROBLEMS 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 5 Feb 81 p 1 


[Text] Foreign Minister Prof. M. Shamsul Huq on Wednesday ruled out the neces- 
sity of holding a summit meeting between Bangladesh and India on the problem of 
augmenting the dry season flow of the Ganges, reports BSS. 


"I don't think it is necessary he told a questioner at a meeting with the mem- 
bers of the Overseas Correspondents Association Bangladesh (OCAB) at a local 
hotel in Dacca on Wednesday afternoon. 


The Foreign Minister described the augmentation of Ganges waters between the 
two countries permanent basis as a "technical problem and said "We don't object 
whether it is discussed at JRC or any other commission.” He said, "What we 
want a rational solution to this problem acceptable to co-riperian countries of 
the Ganges basin." 


Prof. Huq maintained that the JRC had not exhausted all the possibilities of find- 
ing out a solution to the augmentation problem of the Ganges waters. He hoped 
that a mutually acceptable solution could be found on the problem in a spirit of 
good neighbourly relations. 


The Foreign Minister refuted INDIAN PRESS reports alleging that Bangladesh had 
refused to study the Indian proposal on link canal. He said that the proposal 
had been well studied by bangladesh. 


He said the link canal proposal if implemented would have "disastrous effect" 
on Bangladesh as he noted the proposed 200-mile long canal from Brahmaputra 
would displace about three million people apart from destroying the plain and 
cultivable lands in Bangladesh. 


Prof, Huq reiterated the Bangladesh proposal of building up natural reservoirs 
in the upstream of the Ganges in Nepal for augmenting the dry season flow of 
the Ganges and said that if the proposal was accepted India would be in fact 
the largest beneficiary. He said that 12 natural reservoirs which could be 
built in Nepal would hold sufficient quantity of water which would meet the 
needs of water of both Bangladesh and India, "much better than at present." 
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Nepal ia a willing to cooperate in auch a project, he said and hoped that an 
easy solution could be found through the Bangladesh proposal. [as published | 


Referring the third review meeting between the Bangladesh and India on the 
Farakka Agreement, the Foreign Minieater said that the meeting was expected 

to be held in Dacca late this month or early March, He expressed optimiam that 
the forthcoming review meeting on Farakka Agreement would be able to resolve 
the problem, 


On the so-called foreigners itasue in the north eastern Indian atates Prof, 
Shameul Huq reiterated the Bangladesh stand and said that Bangladesh would not 
accept any one expelled by India. He said that there had been no illegal 
movement of persons across the border, 


Replying to a question on division of assets and liabilities with Pakiatan 
Prof. Huq said that an expert level committee had been set up during the visit 
of Pakistan Foreign Secretary Mr Reaz Piracha to Dacca recently. He denied 
that the idea of division of assets and liabilities has been dropped, 


Referring to Bangladesh proposal on the South Asian Summit for Regtonal Co- 
operation the Foreign Minister said that a meeting of the Foreign Secretaries 
of seven concerned countries was expected to be held in Colombo in the second 
week of April. 


He said during the meeting of Non-aligned Foreign Ministers in New Delhi next 
week he would discuss the matter with the Foreign Ministers of Pakistan, India, 
Nepal, Bhutan, Sri Lanka and Maldives. 


He said that the working paper on the proposal had already been circulated 
by Bangladesh to those countries and were likely to come up for discussion in 
the Colombo meeting. 


Prof. Huq categorically said that the proposed South Asian Regional Coopera- 
tion would not in any case be a political alliance or a new power bloc, Its 
objective is to forge cooperation among the regional countries in economic 
technical communication cultural and similar other fields,

FRG TO ALD IN CATTLE=BREEDING PROGRAM 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 5 Feb 81 p 1 


[Text] Bangladesh and West Germany on Wednesday signed an agreement to con- 
tinue technical cooperation at the central cattle breeding station at Savar 
reports BSS, 


Under the agreement German assistance for the project is provided for three years 
with a view to promoting cattle breeding and farming in Bangladesh. 


Mr Hossain Ahmed, Secretary, Ministry of Fisheries and Livestock and Dr Baron 
Von Marschall, FRG Ambassador in Bangladesh, signed the agreement on behalf 
of their respective Governments. 


The project activities will cover continuation and intensification of extension 
work, intensive practical and theoretical basic and further training for the 
counterparts and continuation of research and practical tests, 


Further development of the cattle breeding programme consolidation of the milk 
collection network, continuation of the efforts to improve fodder growing, 
multiplication of the results of the breeding programme and the promotion of 

the use of cattle as draught animal on farms are also part of the project activ- 
ities. 


The German contributions comprise over 400 man-months of experts services, 
training of Bangladesh counterpart personnel abroad and supply of machinery, 
equipment, vehicles and spares as well as breeding materials. 


Under a second agreement the FRG Government would provide specific production 
Inputs like mineral fertilizer, printed milk-packing materials sprayers for 
pesticides and veterinary medicaments for the central cattle breeding station 
(CCBS) at Savar. 


[he cooperation at the CCBS at Savar is the largest single project of technical 
cooperation with the Government of Federal Republic of Germany. Dating back to 
preliberation times it is also among the oldest on going projects. Dr Marschall 
later told BSS that the agreement would help our two "friendly countries" to 
continue good and long standing cooperation.

PREPARATIONS FOR 1981 CENSUS~TAKING REPORTED 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 6 Feb 81 pp 1, 12 


[Text] Brisk preparations are afoot for holding the country's second popula- 
tion census beginning March 6 next. 


An official source told BSS that the field work would be taken up for the mid- 
night of March 5 with enumeration of all transient people living in hotels, hos- 
tele, messes, hospitals, [word illegible], railway stations, bua stations, porte 
and under staircases of buildings and also on streets in cities. 


The enumeration of these transient people will be completed in the night which 
has been called "the census night.” 


The enumeration work for all household population will be taken up from March 6 
and will be completed by March 8. The complete enumeration programme will be 
followed by a largescale sample census for a period over two months beginning 
November 1 this year. 


The first population census was held in the country in 1974. The census would 
not be held earlier due to the war of liberation. 


Dr A.K.M. Ghulam Rabbani, Secretary, Statistics Division of the Planning Minis- 
try, in an interview said that there were about 25 per cent undercount in Dacca 
and more than 30 per cent under count in Chittagong alone during the first 
census. The overall undercount during the last census was about 20 percent in 
the urban areas, he said. 


Dr Rabbani said that adequate measures had been taken to bring the undercount to 
a minimum 2 to 4 per cent. He referred to the measures and said that a com- 
prehensive post-enumeration quality check (PEC) would be conducted within one 
month of the main census. This would be done to test degree of under-enumera- 
tion, overcount and overall quality of enumeration, he said. 


The PEC will be conducted by selecting a sample of 250 enumeration areas (EA) 
spread throughout the country, 150 being rural and 100 urban. The PEC would 
be done by the personnel of the Statistics Department, he said. 


Dr Rabbani said the population of Dacca city might be over 35 lakhs in the next 
census compared to 16 lakhs during the first census in 1974. About 2 to three 
lakhs of transient people were likely to be enumerated in the census in the 
city, he said. 
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lie said about 2 Lakh 55 thousand enumeratora, including 44,000 supervisors, had 
been appointed to conduct the enumeration work during the three days of census, 


About the training facilities of the enumerators and supervisors he said that 
24 mater trainere of the Bureau of Statiatics would be engaged for giving 
training to 800 gonal officers. The sonal officera of Rajahahi and Khulna 
Divistons will undergo a three-day training from February 9 at Dacca while 
the remaining 400 offieera will reeeive training during February 15 to 16, he 
said, 


hese sonal officers in turn would impart training to the supervisors on Febru- 
ary 26 and 27, Haeh sonal officer would provide training to 50 supervisors, 


ly Rabbani said that the supervisors, who would inapect the activities of the 
5 enumerators on an average, would aleo give training to them on March 3} and 4, 


Meanwhile 4500 union committees, 500 municipal ward committees 471 thana commit~ 
tees, |/ subdivisional committees and 20 district committees had been formed to 
make the census a total success. We said the forming of the committee was aimed 
at including the prominent people. The Dacca Metropolitan Census Committee was 
also formed with Mayor at ite Chairman he said. 


He said the slogan of the census is “nobody will be left out from the census 
while no one will be counted twice.” We also said that March 2 will be observed 
as the Census Day throughout the country to create awareness among the members 
of the public and ensure full cooperation. 


Dr Rabbani said that the total budget for the census was Taka 15 crore of which 
taka 6 crore where received from foreign agencies. [as published | 


lie said that Mr K.M.A. Barnett, an expert from the United Nations Fund for Popu- 
lation Activities (UNFPA) had already arrived in this connection. Mr Barnett 
was associated with population census work in Hong Kong (1971) and Zambia (1974), 


He said that a simple questionnaire containing all basic household and popula- 
tion characteristics would be served during the census for achieving highest 
perfection in the census. 


He said that according to the last census the household in the urban and rural 
areas constituted 9 per cent and 19 per cent respectively. The rate might go up 
to 12 per cent in urban and 88 per cent in the rural areas, he said. 


He expressed the hope that the result of the first count would be available 
within one month while details would be available by the end of this year.

RESEARCH TEAM DEVELOPS LOW-COST WIND TURBINES 

Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 4 Feb 81 p 12 

[Text] A research team of five Engineering University teachers and students 
have developed some simple and low cost wind turbines unable for water lift- 
ing a8 well as power generation in coastal areas. 


These turbines are made of cheaper materials like canvas, bamboo and pieces 
of drums easily available locally. 


Trial operation of prototypes are going on in the mechanical department of BUET. 


Headed by Dr Anwar Hossain, Prof. Mechanical Department, Mr Kamrul Islam, 
Assistant Prof. and three final year students are researching in the project. 


They have developed three types of wind turbines: savonius wind turbine, sail 
wind mill and darrius wind turbine. 


The cost of manufacture of sail types will be Taka 500. It can be constructed 
by bamboo and canvas. 


Savonius type has greater efficiency than sail type, but its production cost 
is higher. A savonius turbine of bigger size will cost about Taka 1,000. 


Darrius kind turbine is the most developed one. It is made of galvanized iron 
sheet. Its cost of production is above two thousand taka. 


The team has been researching since March 1980. The head of the team hopes that 


they would be able to set the first turbine in the coastal area by the beginning 
of next year.

FOOD MINISTER REPORTS INCREASE IN STORAGE SPACE 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 6 Feb 81 p 1 


[Text] The country's foodgrain storage capacity is expected to increase to 
nearly 17 lakh tons in next two months, Deputy Minister for Food, Mr Iqbal 
Hussain Chowdhury said in Dacca on Thursday. 


He told B.S.S. that substantial progress had been achieved in building a 
national foodgrain storage system since the launching of the current procurement 
drive when godown capacity was only 11 lakh 72 thousand tons. 


Until recently food storage capacity was nearly 15 lakh tons including hired 
and temporary godowns, Deputy Minister pointed out. 


He said the Government attached much importance to building foodgrain storage 
system. Under a crash programme nearly four lakh tons capacity additional go- 
downs were being constructed at thana level and important production centres. 


When completed, these new godowns would bring the country's total food storage 
capacity to over 18 lakh tons within the current financial year according to 
official projections. 


Meanwhile, construction of godowns with total capacity of holding 50,000 tons 
under the crash programme had already been completed. 


The Deputy Minister said that in addition to those new godowns, there would 
be more ware houses to be constructed with foreign assistance. 


Asked about the procurement situation Mr Iqbal Hossain Chowdhury said that 
since July last about 6,55,000 tons of foodgrains had been procured through 
700 centres. 


He said that with the increase of food production procurement programme had been 
intensified. But he pointed out that in view of increased volume of work in 

the procurement drive, there had been shortage of adequate staff and lack of 
adequate equipment and transport facilities. 


Apart from local public procurement committees, a special inspection team with 
high officials of the Food Ministry has been working to ensure smooth function- 
ing of the procurement programme. 





Mr Iqbal Chowdhury observed that “there was a atable price level of foodgrains 
existing throughout the country, there ia no fluctuations in the prices,” he 
added. 


He said fair prices were also being ensured at the growers’ level and 
categorically ruled out any possibility of damage or wastage of paddy and rice 
anywhere in the country. 


Mr Chowdhury also urged the farmers to sell good quality paddy and rice to the 


procurement centres and called for their cooperation in making the procurement 
drive a success.

BIOGAS PLANTS PLANNED AS CHEAP ENERGY SOURCE 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 10 Feb 81 p 3 


[Text] The Bangladesh Fovironmental Pollution Control (EPC) has taken up a 
project to set up 780 bio-gas plants in Rajshahi, Pabna and Bogra districts as a 
source of cheap energy in rural areas. 


Works for the plante with an individual capacity to produce 100 square feet of 
gae costing about Taka 6500 will begin shortly, it is learnt. 


Each plant would provide sufficient fuel or cooking for a six-member family on 
the day and generate 90 kilowatt power to light several electric bulbs. [as

Recent ly the National Economic Council approved a project for setting up five 
thousand pilot bio-gas plants at an estimated cost of Taka four crore 26 lakh. 
The FPC under the science and technology division would set up the plants. 


One such plant was shown to a group of newsmen on Saturday at the Savar 
Garosasthya Kendra by the EPC officials. The newsmen saw the cooking and bio- 
gas bulbs powered by the plant. The bulb resembles the mentel of a bajack light.

The EPC officials said that the first experimental bio gas plant was set up in 
Savar Dairy Farm. It had a floating dome to produce the gas. Now after much 
experiments the FPC found that fixed dome plants would be effective in Bangla- 
desh in view of economic and environmental conditions.

However, Justice Minister Mudjono, who issued the "house arrest" warrant against 
judge HG, has subsequently revoked it and permitted the said judge to carry on where 
he left off before 1 January next year. 


The minister's reasoning for the repeal was because the ethnic Chinese judge has 
submitted a request for pardon, which has been granted.
